After an absence of two years Rev. Fa-

ther John T. Tuohy, whose 
controversy with Archbishop Kain resulted 
in his removal from the pastorate of Bt. 
Patrick's Church and the performance of a 
ten-days’ penance at a monastery, follow- 
ing which he was transferred to an East- 
ern diocese, has decided to return to Bt. 
Louts. 

He comes with the knowledge and ap- 
proval of Archbishop Kain, and the an- 
nouncement of his St. Louis charge is ex- 
pected to be made within the next ten 
days. 

Father Tuohy is at present in Boston, 
and though he has made many warm 
friends there, he says he still longs for his 
native city. 

He is unwilling to admit that the contest 
between himself and the church authorities 
is settied. 

“Those who think I left St. Louls a de- 


feated man,’ he declared, ‘“‘are mistaken. 
The controversy is still pending in Rome 
and I am confident the highest church au- 
thorities will reverse the decision of the

Father Tuohy's case attracted national 
attention in religious circles. 

While rector of St. Patrick's congrega- 
tion at 1203 North Sixth street, he was ar- 
raigned Defore the St. Louls ecclesiastical 
court on the charge of mismanagement of 
the affairs of his parish. Vicar Genera! 
Muehlsiepen presided. The trial was iong 
and hard fought, and at the outset a large 
Mmumber of the parishioners sided with the 
pastor. The verdict was sweeping. 

On every point the court ruled against 
Father Tuohy, and as a punishment he 
was ordered to Edina, Mo. He refused to 
comply and was thereupon deprived of ex- 
ercising his priestly functions at St. Pat- 
rick's Church. 

Father Tuohy told his friends it was only 
the beginning of the fight. For more than a 
year afterwards he remained at St. 
rick’s parochial residence. 

“You can't put me out,” 
the St. Louis Metropolitan. 

The case was carried to Chicago, but 
Archbishop Feehan declined to interfere, 
and the papal delegate at Washington was 
then called upon to act as mediator.

Steady Growth of the ease Until It 
Has Become a Subjec€ for Action 
by Health Officers. 


Health Commissioner fariion Monday 
morning began the prepar Hon of a circular 
to physicians, instructing them to report all 
typhoid cases promptly to the health de- 
pariment. 

The impurities in the city’s drinking 
water supply are held responsible by Dr. 
Starkloff for the increase in typhoid cases 
during the present month. 

For the week, ending Sept. 22, the health 
department received reports of 62 typhoid 
The previous week 52 cases 
were reported, and in the first week of 
September there were 25 cases, making a 
total for the first three weeks in September 
of 139 cases. 

Only 74 cases were reported during the en- 
tire month of September, 1599. 


Disease Not 
Yet Deadly. 

The death rate from typhoid has not in- 
creased proportionately with the number of 
cases of the diseases. Only 10 deaths have 
occurred from typhoid thus far this month. 
The health department officials fear, how- 
ever, that the disease will prove more dead- 
ly as it becomes more general, and Dr. 
Starkloff’s circular letter, which will be 
mailed to all the physicians of the city 
Tuesday, will lay emphasis on the necessity 
for reporting all cases with the greatest 
promptness, so that the disease 
diagnosed in each patient from the earliest 
stage by the use of culture tubes.

Drinking Water 
Must Be Boiled. 

*‘We have told the people ever since the 
opening of the Chicago drainage canal,” 
said Dr. Starklof?f, ‘‘that the’water was until 
for drinking purposes without boiling and 
filtration. The rapid increase in the num- 
ber of typhoid cases is, in my opinion, due 
to a failure to heed these warnings. 

“All summer the number of typhoid cases 
has shown an increase over previous years, 
though not a great increase. The doubling 
of the number of cases reported in the 
last few weeks emphasizes the necessity of 
general care in the case of drinking water 
and food, and unless the public takes some 
precautions we cannot tell how large the 
number of cases may become. 

“The best safeguard which the people can 
take against the spread of the disease is 
that which the department has recommend- 
ed ever since the Chicago canal was opened, 
namely: Boil your drinking water. If this 
precaution is observed, and the physicians 
will help the department in its efforts, we 
ought to be able to ward off an epidemic of 
typhoid.”’

Many of the workers at this 
colllery are non-union men, and, being in- 
disposed to heed the strike order, they 
worked on. 

‘The women stood in wait for them. All 
the forlorn and wind-swept hovels, scat- 
tered all over the surrounding hills, were 
vacant. On the broad slope, facing the coi- 
liery, stood massed together these defend.- 
ers of a common cause—Poles, Lithuanians, 
Italians, Americans—all women. 


Women Keep Men

Ccnger Given 
Important Mission. 

The language of the note professing to 
state what Mr. Conger is to do, is unusual 
and seems generally to indicate that he Is 
about to undertake to bring the powers 
and China together; in actuality he Is to 
serve as a mediator in part, at lease. He 
presumably will arrange with the Chinese 
representatives, Li Hung Chang and Prince 
Ching, as to. the place where they are will- 
ing to meet the representatives of the pow- 
ers to discuss a final settlement and try to 
fix upon certain broad principles that shall 
govern the conference. This program must 
‘be submitted to the powers to ascertain if 
they are willing to accept it. If so, then it 
may be that something in the nature of a 
joint international peace commission will 
deal with the Chinese representatives, 
Then America 

Will Act Alone. 

Should the powers or any of them reject 
such a program as Mr. Conger may be able 
to frame, then it appears that there will 
be nothing for the United States to do but 
to proceed with the final negotiations on its 
own account, taking steps to make sure 
that no subsequent action of the dissenting 
powers negatives ay of the results secured 
by our commissioners in the settlement di- 
rectly with China. 

it is now understood that Gen. Chaffee’s 
military force will be reduced to about 1500 
men. This contingent being specially know 
as a legation guard, will not be subject 
to the orders of any one save the United 
States minister resident. as made known 
through the senior American military com- 
mander, either Gen. Chaffee or Ge. Wilson, 
probably the latter, and not being part of 
the allied military forces will not be under 
the command of the German field marshal, 
Count Von Waldersee. The orders for the 
reduction are still in process of perfec- 
tion. 


SHOCK TO BRITISH MIND. 


McKinley Note Regarded as a Piece of 
Politics. 

LONDON, Sept. 24.—The newspapers, re- 
flecting British sentiment, commenting on 
the American reply to the German note, 
attribute it to “Political exigencies.’’ 

One says: “It is a shock to find the 
government at Washington taking up the 
position that the question of the punish- 
ment of the Chinese responsible for the 
outrage, torture and murder of American 
citizens should be left to the initiative of 
the murderers themselves, for it is impossi- 
ble to doubt that the responsible authors 
are the imperial authorities.”’

At the suggestion of the Health Commissioner an anti-noise 
ordinance has been submitted to the Chicago Council. 

It provides that “no person shall make any needless noise of 
any kind in such a manner as to disturb the public comfort or 
quiet anywhere within the limits of the City of Chicago.”’ 

Hucksters may not cry their wares before 8 a. m. on Sun- 
day. Street musicians are forbidden to play before 7 a. m. or 
after 9 p. m. Wagons and other vehicles must be made as 
noiseless as possible and noisy animals must be sent beyond 
the city limits. Last, but not least, street and elevated rail- 
Way companies are required to reduce their clamor by the 
employment of the most up-to-date devices. 

Thies ordinance may not get through the Council and past 
the Mayor, but it is a step in the right direction. Noise can- 
not be banished, but it ought to be minimized in the interest 
of health, comfort and peace of mind.

SATURDAY’S CRICKET GAME. 


The statement has often been made that 
the game of cricket has never received the 
support in St. Louis that it should, and the 
true reason for this state of affairs is solely 
on account of the apathetic spirit displayed 
by many Englishmen and others who have 
ample time and means and ability to in- 
dulge in this most healthful sport.
